Slander. 

One of the most hateful practices, 
and one which is carried on to a great 
extent in all classes of society, among 
the hearing and spesJcing as well as 
the deaf and dumb, is that of speaking 
ill of others. 

There are several offences less in 
jnrious in their consequences which 
men would be ashamed to commit, 
but who. nevertheless, are in the habit 
of constantly slandering one another 
without scruple or r< In many 

cases they are actnatod by no malig- 
nant motives, yet the disdainful and 
nncomplimentary way in which they 
tell a story to the discredit of another 
is calculated to create a false irnpres- 
aion on the mind of the listener, who 
nine times out of ten will repeat the 
story in a slightly exaggerated form 
to others, who in turn will retail it to 
as mtny more, each one telling it in 
a alightly diff -iv.nt way, until it it* 
so entirely altered that if repeat 
ed to the original author he woul 1 
not recognize bis own story. The 
person attacked will always be the 
last one to bear of it, and consequent- 
ly will have no chance to defend him 
self. Wnan first told, only a slight 
disparagement may have been intend- 
ed, but in the, end, it generally devel- 
ops into a gigantic scandal. The vic- 
tim is Condemned unheard, every 
favorable circumstance is suppressed, 
and the injurious spirit of the slander 
It may be justifiable to speak ilJ of 
another, where it is necessary to vin- 
dicate our own character, bat then we 
should confine ourselves only to those 
circumstances which have reference 
to oar own exoneration. In such » 
case we, having been calumniated, can 
better judge from our own experience 
the feelings of others under similar 
circumstances. 

Tbose who have slandered other* 
and have been convicted of falsehood, 
cannot fully repair the damage they 
have caused ; for though th< y should 
be made to confess the falsity of the 
of the report which they had spread, 
the probabilities are that the tale it 
•elf will travel farther an than 

the refutation. The good deeds of 
of every one will be less known than 
the bad ones, f»nd stories that have « 
tendency to tte generally find 

a much readier ai er mat ket than 

those which are meant to praise an 
other's reputation. Those who bav^ 
brought reproach upon themselves by 
guilt or im;. endeavor 

to wipa aw.iy the blemish by a 
form»tion of th i t which hi" 

caused it. In their future actions let 
them live so as not to deserve cen 
•ore.

may see in themselves anything 
characteristic of the above, will in 
the fature rewfrlve-trr let no action of 
theirs bespeak them as the frien ;

In leading them alonj- 
tho road t.o the field J staggered so 
much that on several occasions I real 
ly fell down and came near being 
tramf led upon. To avoid the tatter 
risk, I was careful thereafter to I 
long halter strap so as to have time 
to get out of the way in case J fell 

over.

PHILADELPHIA NOTE*. 

Ebrrop Joubkal; The Ephphatha 
(luilil of Philadelphia held it* regnl ir 
monthly meeting it St. Stephen'* far 
IkIi building, Thursday evei 
March 17th. The audience was an 

unusually large one, owing t«J unusual 
business that was to be transacted. 
The object of the meeting will be 
understood by the following: — 

For almost a year past the ill health 
of Rev. 1! \V. Syle necessitated the 
superintendence of the Guild chiefly 
by Mr. Martin Forti acne hs layman. 
This gentleman has oonduoted the 
affairs of the Guild with marked abili- 
ty mid success, and really deei 
praise". 1*. should also be mentioned 
here that Mr. Henry Stevenson, who 
■nisted Mr. Fortescue in church mat- 
ters, and Miss Keen, who has had 
charge of the Ladie'e Bible-Ola se, also 
deserve credit for all they hare tried 

to <lo for the good work in which they 

have been engaged. But to return to 
the subject Mr Syle's health has 
been much improved i>y mat — he 
having fcr the moat part of the past 
year boon employed only on half time 
at tho II. H. Mint. As the members 
of the Guild learned of. the returned 
health of their former pastor, they be 
came desirous of reinstating him an 
their shepherd. The meeting at prea 
•nt in consideration was, therefore to 
submit, proposals for carrying out 
this end It waa proposed in cam 
Mr. Syle accepted t.e.e, office, ho should 

give up bis connection with the Mint 
and devote all his time to the apiri 
tual ministration of the deaf mutes in 
Philad. Iphia and In the adjoining 
cities and towns. In reply to this 
proposition, Mr. Syle said that it 
would necessitate $1,(!0() annually, to 
carry it out, of which sum $1000 
would bo needed aa hia salary, the 
rest of which would be disbursed in 

charitable purposes, travelling cxpen 
sns, layman's feep, etc Of the $1,600, 
he said he wan promised $500 an 
nunlly by the vestry of St. Stephen's 
Church, and that it now remained for 
tho deaf-mutes of Philadelphia to as- 
sure him of the balance of the requir 

ed sum. Should they bind themselves 
to rise the remaining $1,100 annually, 
it is intended to act up a system of 
Lay-reading and Bible classes in dif- 
ferent parts of Philadelphia, simibr to 
that enjoyed by the mutes of London, 
England. Philadelphia is too extensive 
acity to afford convenience, though not 
of conveyance, to those members of 
the Guild who live away from the 
heart of the city where St. Stephen's 
Church ia located ; and evidently, if 
such a system an above referred to 
were set up, it would prove an advan 
tage to the present state of affairs. 

It is also proposed that Mr. Hyle 
shall hold appointed religious services 
i.r„Yorl, [leading, Allentown and else 
— ere in Pennsylvania; and in such 
TlIJL event, it is of course, expected that 
the mutea of those places will join 
heartily in supplying him with travel 
ling expert. 

On last Saturday ovening, another 
meeting by a large number of mutes 
was held in a room hired for tho pur 
pose, near the S B> corner of 9th and 
Spring Garden StsT The object was 
to throw additional light on certain 
points connected with the entirely new 
organization just made known aa tho 
"Pennsylvania Unity Mutual Kelief 
Society!" The conditions Of member 
ship are about the same as those whiob 
characterize other Belief Societies, with 
the particular exception that the oaudi 
date must be a deaf-mute atmtlmna n . 
Tho writer is nut yet aware whether 
ladiei will be admitted. The follow 
ing gentlemen are the officers of tho 
society : W. G Harrison, President;
